Dublin Car Parks 


Mr. J. G. DOUGLAS moved to 
call attention to the need for the 
revision of the regulations control- 
ling car-parking attendants, and, in 
particular, the desirability of 


a ' 
charge for their sérvices, on the 
motion for the adjournment of the 
Senate last night. . 

He said he did not wish the 
Minister to make any announce- 
ment, but asked him if he would 
go into the whole question of car- 
park attendants, and see if any 
alteration in tae regulations was 
needed. These men performed a 
useful duty not only to the owners 
of cars, but to the general public, 
and saved the police quite a lot of 
time and trouble. 

Before the disappearance of 
motor-cars from the road, théy had 
quite a good type of attendant, but 
they would not continue to have 
such a good type unless they had a 
reasonable chance of a steady liveli- 
hood.

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Why Britain 
Took Action

Britain's policy in Palestine is 
defended in a statement made by 
the High Commissioner of Pales- 
tine,, Sir Alan Cunningham, in 
| reply to the Jewish. claim that no 


incidents were armed, 

Sir Alan said that police and mili- 
tary sought persons who were con- 
cerned in attacks on coastguard 
stations at Givet Oiga and Sidna, 
to which police dogs carried the 
line from the scene of the recent 
outrages. 

“In the course of operations it 
was necessary to cordon off the 
settlements with troops,” he said. 
“It was clearly unlawful to pass 
through such a cordon. In one 
serious shooting incident attempts, 
partially successful, were- made by 
the Jews to force a way through. 
No Jewish lives were lost until 
British troops were fired on by light 
automatics and other weapons, 
‘when British troops were forced to 
retaliate.”

600 of U.N.R.R.A. 
Staff Arrested 


Or Dismissed 


Six hundred members of the staff 
of the United Nations’ Relief and 
Rehabilitation Association have 
been dismissed or arrested after a 
two months’ investigation into black 
market activities. 

This information was given by 
Mr. Leo I. Morgolin, head of the 
Organisation’s European Information 
Service at Herford, Germany, yes- 
terday. Most of the 600 persons 
were British and Americans. 

The dismissals and arrests took 
place in the British, French and 
United States zones during the past 
five weeks. dnd thirteen U.N.R.R.A, 
workers have been suspended. and 
another sentenced to twelve months’ 
imprisonment by a military court. 

“ Investigatiens. will continue, and 
before .1946 we, hope to have 
U.N.R.R.A. a spotless organisation,” 
Mr. .Morgolin .declared.

Truman Opposed

President Truman stated yester- 
day, at a Press Conference, that he 
was not in favour of any more

Professor L. O BUACHALLA 
said that if every visitor decided to 
bring in a book, and they had no 
control over them, they might as 
well drop the idea of a censorship 
altogether. 

Mr. M. HAYES said that every- 
body agreed with the principle of 
censorship, but it was only human 
nature that a person should feel 
insulted when one of the lowest- 
paid officials in the State could take 
a book, the personal property of a 
passenger, and retain it. on the 
grounds of indecency. It was a 
degrading thing for it to be said to 
a passenger: “ This book is unfit for 
reading.” 

Mr. G. BOLAND, Minister for 
Justice, said that there was nothing 
new in the section referred to by 
Mr. Hayes, as these powers were 
incorporated in the Act of 1876, and 
had been exercised by Customs 
officials since that Act .was passed. 
The only question was whether 
these powers were retained in view 
of. the fact that they now had a 
Censorship Board and an Appeal 
Board. He agreed that it was not 
pleasant to have passengers’ 
luggage or personal prererty 
examined for such books, but he 
did not want to leave any loorhole 
whereby people could evade an old 
Act.

denominations, associations for the 
promotion of culture and literature, 
and trades unions.

The MINISTER said that as the 
Act stood at present, any book that 
had been banned at any time by 
the Gensorship Board would be 
banned under the Act, and would 
have the same right of appeal as 
any newly-banned book.

The amendment dealing with the 
powers of appeal against a pro- 
hibition order, tabled by Mr. 
Douglas. was withdrawn. 

Mr. KINGSMILL MOORE moved 
an amendment designed to give 
appellants an opportuni of 
appearing before the Appeal” 
and giving reasons why a prohibi- 
tion order should not be served.

tion of their defeat at the polls. 
They hardly can be blamed. The 
General Election came at a 
moment when their leader, Mr. 
Winston Churchill, was at the 
height of his prestige. He had 
led the British people through a 
crisis unparalleled in their 
history. He had symbolised 
before the world those qualities 
of dogged determination and 
ruthless self-sacrifice which raised 
the inhabitants of a small island 
to the status of a World Power; 
and it is not too much to say 
that the personality of Winston 
Spencer Churchill was one of the 
prime factots in. the achievement 
of Allied victory against the ‘Axis. 
In these circumstances, the 
members of the Conservative 
Party were entitled to assume 
that they would be successful at 
the polls, especially since the 
election was held before the 
surrender of Japan; and their dis- 
appointment was all the easier to 
understand when the Labour 
Party virtually swept the country. 
Part of the blame for the Con- 
servative defeat must be laid at 
the door of Mr. Churchill. As a 

war leader he was magnificent. 
In 1940, when the outlook 
seemed to be almost hopeless, he 
rallied not only the British 
nation, but also the rest of the 
democratic world, and never 
faltered for a moment until 
Germany had been humbled into 
the dust. Then came the 
General Election: Mr. Churchill 
descended from the Olympian 
heights of consummate statesman- 
ship into the arena of party 
politics, and his broadcast speeches 
shocked his most enthusiastic 
admirers. The British people 
have a long and worthy tradition 
of political wisdom. They rejected 
Mr. Churchill and his Conserva- 
tive associates, and decided in 
common .accord to give the 
Labour. Party a chance. They 
voted not for a man, but for a 
policy. The Socialists had no out- 
standing personality at their head. 
Mr. Attlee is a man of the 
staunchest uprightness;. but when 
he found himself Prime Minister 
of England: he was untried, and 
probably was the most astonished 
person in Great Britain. He 
had to follow a Premier who was 
an international herd. Yet he did 
not hesitate to take up the 
burden, choosing from the ranks 
of his Labour colleagues a team 
which, in the short period of 
‘time at its disposal, already 
has done much __ excellent 
work. Naturally, and inevitably, 
mistakes have been made. Most 
of the members of the new 
Government have. had little or 
no experience of administrative 
work at such a high level. 
Nevertheless, all fair-minded 
persons must admit that, in all 
the circumstances, in world, as 
well as in home affairs. His 
Majesty’s Government in the 


badly. Faced with an appallingly 
difficult task, it has tackled its 
job with courage and resolve. It 
is frankly a Socialist Govern- 
ment; but, so far, at all: events, 
it has done nothing, either at 
home or abroad, to damage Great 
Britain's future. 

Mr. Churchill takes a different 
view. Addressing the members of 
the Conservative Association in 
London on Wednesday, he “was 
decidedly gloomy. In fact he did 
his best to make the British 
people’s flesh creep; but his 
speech gave the impression that 
it was the party politician, rather 
than the statesman, who was 
talking. Britain, he declared, 
in a typically Churchillian phrase, 
was being “harassed, hampered, 
harried, tied down, and stifled for 
vaguely thought-out and physi- 
cally unobtainable plans for a 
Socialist future.” The nation at 
the moment was “hag-ridden by 
Socialist’ doctrinaires”; and he 
asserted: that the defeat: of the 
Conservatives at the polls was 
one of the greatest disasters that 
ever had smitten the British 
people. Socialist theories, he went 
on, could destroy Britain more 
surely than the U-boats, or any 
other form of warfare. Thére 
was much more in the same 
strain. Mr. Churchill evidently can 
see no virtue in the new Govern- 
ment; but we suspect that his 
violent attack will be likely to do 
more harm than good to his own 
cause.

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ENERAL SIR FREDERICK A. 
PILE, Bart., who, as G.O.C.-in-C. 
Anti-Aircraft Command, was respon- 
sible for the .defence of uthern 
England during the war, retired from 
the Army to-day. He is the eldest of 
six children of the late Sir Thomas 
Devereaux Pile, the first Baronet, a 
regi coal merchant, who. was 
igh Sheriff of Dublin in 1898, and 
became the first Protestant Nationalist 
Lord Mayor of the city in 1900. Sir 
Frederick is an old boy of St. 
Andrew’s College, Dublin, and was 
commissioned at Woolwich 41 years 
ago. By the outbreak of World War 
1 he had become one of the outstand- 
ing show Bag of the Army. He 
won the.M.C. at the Somme in 1916, 
and the D.S.O. at -Passchendaele in 
1918. He. was selected to command 
the’ first anti-aircraft «division of the 
British Army at the time of.

Beet Growers’ 
Proposals 


At a meeting of the Council of the 
Irish Sugar Beet Growers’ Association, 
Ltd., held in Dublin yesterday, con- 
sideration was given to the proposal 
to be put forward by the Association 
to the Sugar Company in regatd to 
the prices of beet and pulp in respect 
of the 1946 crop, The meeting was 
unanimous in seeking a price based 
on a sugar content of 154 per cent., 
as the price, at pyesent. based. on 174 
per cent., was above: the average sugar 
content obtainable by growers in the 
past few years. 

In regard to freight subsidy, it was

It was 
further decided to ask the sugar com- 
pany to recommend growers for sugar 
permits so that they would greceive 
them not later than August Ist, as
